Sheriff Lawrence's qualifica- 
tions as an officer include more 
than his training for more than 
ten years- as a deputy and his 
war-time experience in’ gun in- 
spection. He comes of a family 
of peace officers in Georgia. His 
mother’s father was Sheriff Jim 
Brown, of Clayton county, Ga, 
and he was sheriff there while 
Joe Brown, uncle of Sheriff 
Lawrence, was also a shériff in 
Clayton county at another time.
